“RHODES SCHOLAR started once at two. At three he won the one-mile St. 
James Palace Stakes (winning by five lengihs and beating *Mahmoud, Daytona, 
etc.) and the Eclipse Stakes (1% miles, by six lengths, beating His Grace, 
Fairey, Theft, “Boswell, etc.), was second in the Nonesuch Plate to Taj Akbar. 
At four he won the Ribblesdale Stakes, one mile, 138 lbs. He won £14,326. F 
PHAROS, winner Champion Stakes, Liverpool Cup, other stakes, was the lead- 
ing sire in both England and France. He was brother to Fairway, leading sire 
in England in four seasons. He comes from one of England's great sire lines. 
Pharos, in turn, has sired Nearco (leading sire in England), Pharis (leading sire 
in France), *Rhodes Scholar, Firdaussi, Cameronian, etc. 


BOOK LAW was one of the great English race mares. She was unplaced only

WINS THE ST. LEGER 


Saturday, September 18, 1948 


American-bred Black Tarquin came from behind in the last 
furlong to win the St. Leger Stakes, last of the classic races on 
the English Turf. The son of “Rhodes Scholar became the sec- 
ond American-bred horse to win the famous race, joining Iro- 
quois, the winner in 1881. The St. Leger is about 1% miles long. 


Black Tarquin decisively defeated French-bred My Love, 
winner of the 1948 English Derby and Grand Prix de Paris. 


Black Tarquin was given third highest weight on the Two- 
Year-Old Free Handicap (129 lbs.). It was at Ascot in July that 
Black Tarquin revealed that he was the one among the top 2- 
year-olds which also had speed plus staying qualities. 


Black Tarquin won the one-mile St. James Palace Stakes, de- 
feating the sprinter The Cobbler. Later in the Ascot meeting 
Black Tarquin tackled the older Tenerani, 5-year-old Italian 
champion. Black Tarquin came from behind in the Queen Eliza- 
beth Stakes to catch Tenerani 100 yards from the finish. It took 
a “photo” to place Tenarani’s nose in front after 142 miles. 


Edgar Britt, the Australian jockey who rode Black Tarquin 
and who also rode Sayajirao to win the 1947 St. Leger, said after 
the race “I never had a better ride in my career... I had only 
to sit still and Black Tarquin did the rest.”

Many good horses have won this race, 
including Donatello 2nd. This year the 
victory went to Valsandro, which is by 
Domenico Ghirlandaio. a brother to Dona- 
tello 2nd. He won by five lengths. leading 
all the way. over Maggiolina (a filly by 
Nakamuro). Murat (a colt by *Sirte). and 
Areole (a colt by Moroni). All consid- 
ered. it was a distinguished field. 

Valsandro was probably the best of the 
yearlings bought at the dispersal of the 
Seuderia Lupi. He was bought by the 
very lucky Scuderia Mantova, and is run- 
ning better than any of the home-bred 2- 
year-olds. He has won several races. Be- 
ing well built and strong, no doubt he will 
win again. 

Domenico Ghirlandaio, his sire, has lived 
on the glory of his older and more famous 
brother. and has never bred a top horse. 
But he has had some good winners, includ- 
ing the handicapper Corsaro the 
‘chaser Mottarone. 

In this case Alexandra. dam of Valsan- 
dro, may account for something: she al- 
ready has produced other good horses and 
is by *Ortello out of Ardita, dam of -the 
Derby winner Amur. This is a family of 
good horses. Further. the success of *Or- 
tello as a broodmare sire is remarkable. 
His daughters do much better at stud than 
they ever did as runners. Astolfina and 
Sernaglia. to mention the best. are out of 
*Ortello mares. It is easy to see that he 
will become the leading broodmare sire in 
Italy and probably will keep his place for 
years. 


TESIO'S DOUBLE. Federico Tesio 
scored two wins at Milan. He won with 
Tiepoletta (out of Tempesta, the dam of 
Torbido). and Renoir (by *Vezzano). But 
the top ones have not come out yet, of 
course. Tenerani has been scratched from 
the Prix de Are de Triomphe. This con- 
firms my contention that Tesio had never 
made an official statement regarding a 
match with Arbar, which he beat in the 
Goodwood Cup. 

Ziani, by *Ortello’s son Zuccarello, won 
a rich handicap of 1144 miles at Merano, 
when he beat Frizzo and Aristeo. Merano’s 
meeting will extend to early October. No 
decision has been made yet about changing 
the date of the Gran Premio (steeple-

chase) scheduled for October 3. This js 
the same day as the Prix de Are de Ty. 
omphe at Paris and the Premio del Jockey 
Club at San Siro. 

The meeting at the Capanelle in Rome 
began September 10 and will continue un. 
til the middle of December for flat racing 
only. The biggest innovation will be the 
Premio Tevere. at a mile. for 2-year-olds, 
It will be run according to the classic 
formula: without penalties or allowances, 
However. | doubt that this race will attain 
the importance of the Gran Criterium or 
of the Premio Chiusura, which are run jp 
Milan a few weeks earlier. 


TENERANI AT STUD. Tesio 
that Tenerani, after his two successful 
races in England in the Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes and the Goodwood Cup. would be 
retired to stud next year in Italy. He will 
replace his sire Bellini, taken by the Ger. 
mans in 1944 and now standing in Poland, 
from whence he probably will not be re. 
turned. 

Bellini proved well above average as a 
sire. This is one very good reason why 
Tesio. who never kept stallions at his stud 
except during the war, is not going to ae- 
cept any of the offers he has received for 
Tenerani in the last few weeks. Another 
reason is that he wouldn’t have a chance 
of breeding some of his 40-odd mares if 
he did not have a stallion whose racing 
class and pedigree are beyond question.

1 am convinced that Tenerani will do 
well at stud. despite the fact that his hocks, 
head, neck, and tail are open to criticism 
by those who reduce a Thoroughbred horse 
to a matter of conformation only. I have 
seen so many ugly duckling horses tum 
out to be top racers and sires that I have 
always thought it is a question of quality 
rather than of measurements. 

Was Tenerani a great horse? For a long 
time | have had a definite opinion of him, 
and I don’t see any reason for changing it 
now: Tenerani was certainly a very good 
horse. In a handicap of the best Italian 
horses of the last 20 years, he could not be 
rated better than eleventh or twelfth. 

Taken on his racing merits, he is rather 
a great stayer than a classic horse, al- 
though he won all the classics in Italy. 
One can see weakness in his classic stand- 
ing, as he was beaten by Zambra at 2,400 
meters (12 furlongs) and was run to a 
neck by Scanno and a head by Black Tar- 

quin at the same distance. But beyond 
that distance he was a top horse, winning 
the St. Leger and other staying stakes in 
Italy, the Gran Premio di Milano at 17s 
miles, and the Goodwood Cup at 25¢ miles.

course and dismounted. 

Aqueduct has quite a horse-trap in its 
infield which, though it did not succeed in 
killing more than two or three horses, had 
only two weeks to operate. There wasn’t 
any rain until the next-to-last day, and 
the jumping courses got hard as boards. 
A little water was put on them just before 
the jumping races, to lay the dust and 
make the grass slippery, but they weren't 
watered at night when it might have sunk 
in. Also there are three or four paths 
across the courses. worn particularly hard 
this year. The elastic hurdle—that’s the 
last one before the finish line—did not 
succeed in spilling much this year. but it 
just had bad luck. It lost a race for Mah- 
lima. for instance, but he didn’t go down. 

The course trapped Marzani, who was 
suspended, though probably innocent of 
more than an error in judgment. After 
he had pulled Charioteer off the course, the 
stewards sent for him to know why. Mar- 
zani answered that he thought the horse 
had broken a leg coming around the turn 
to the back stretch, and he didn’t choose 
to go down in front of a hurdle field. When 
he got off to look, however, Charioteer was 
disgustingly sound, and he left the course 
wanting to play. 

A little later Jack Pascuma, who rode 
Bruder’s Brood in the same race, said he 
thought his horse had broken down at 
about the same place, but when the horse 
got to striding on more level ground he de- 
cided to go on. That'll give you an idea of 
the condition the course was in, and an 
explanation of why the ‘chasing was less 
than sensational. 

Marzani was reinstated Monday, after 
the stewards had additional evidence be- 
fore them. The new evidence—Charioteer 
had now been reported lame—took the 
blame off the rider and put it where it be- 
longed, on the track. 


THE HINTERLAND. Wandering slight- 
ly afield last week, this visitor turned up 
both at Pimlico and Timonium. Pimlico is 
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full of horses, but except for a few year- 
lings, they represent the overflow from 
Timonium. Since the track wasn’t open 
yet—it was about to be opened in a day or 
so—it was doubtful what the horses could 
do there, beyond jogging around their 
sheds. but I suppose at this time of the 
year the horses from the half-milers need 
rest more than exercise. 

But Timeonium—now there’s the place 
to train steeplechasers. When a horse runs 
in a steeplechase in the infield of a half- 
mile track, he goes over a fence often 
enough to get to know it. You're likely to 
lose count, though, until you get the hang 
of it. 

Timonium’s a track where, when you 
hear a man talking about a pig, the 
chances are that he means a pig. The

Trainer George Strate sent her out for 
a win and a second from eight starts at 
two in 1947. This year he began to ask 
more of her, and she delivered more. Her 
first major victory came in the 1,';-mile 
Monmouth Oaks.

Her next important test 
was in the 144-mile Alabama Stakes. She 
got off tenth in the field of 11, began to 
pick up horses immediately, entered the 
stretch in third place. less than a length 
off the leader. In the final drive the issue 
was between her and Alablue. She won by 
a neck, brought her earnings to nearly 
$45,000.

grounds were overrun with cows and swine 
and miscellaneous poultry, and some of 
racing’s leading lights were doing well. 
William Woodward had made off with 
something with a pack of Clydesdales, and 
this wanderer, amazed at seeing a bunch 
of coolers with the C. V. Whitney colors, 
went back and found that they covered a 
prize herd of Black Angus cattle. 


PLUS SIX. Weights for the Jerome 
Handicap, which will have been run be- 
fore these notes are published, were in- 
teresting chiefly in that they represented 
the first semi-official ranking of the 3-year- 
olds. Citation and Co. had not been play- 
ing in the same league with the Eastern 
3-year-olds, except in a few instances when 
they met in weight-for-age or allowance 
stakes, so they didn’t appear in the same 
handicaps. 

Handicapper Jack Campbell, it appears 
from the weights, feels that Calumet has 
the three best 3-year-olds in the country, 
since Citation, Coaltown, and Free Amer- 
ica head his weights. After that there’s a 
five-pound jump down to Shy Guy. From 
second to fifth place, however, the range is 
only two pounds, while Citation tops the 
nearest weight by six. This seems a mild 
version of the “Citation first and the rest 
nowhere” idea that has been current since 
the Kentucky Derby. 

I am not going to quarrel with Mr. 
Campbell’s handicap, but the notion here 
is that Citation can carry his 132 pounds 
and let the rest of these go in at catch- 
weights. This will not be loudly seconded 
by the Jones Boys, who are as sensitive to 
weight as an apothecary’s scale, but I can- 
not recall any field of 3-year-olds which 
met Citation and got off with anything like 
an eight-pound beating. 


Citation’s chief objectives are the Syson- 
by Mile and the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
both being at weight for age. It was sug- 
gested that the Lawrence Realization was 
around, too. 

“Yes, [ know it is,” Jimmy Jones re- 
marked, “and it’s been re-written for Cita- 
tion, too. Nice of “em, wasn’t it?” 


Examination of the book showed him 


right. Weight for the Realization is 126 
pounds, with penalties and allowances. 


Last year the penalty clause was, “Winners 
of three races of $50,000 each in 1947, 3 
pounds extra.” This year it reads, “Win- 
ners of three races of $75,000 each in 
1948, six pounds extra.” Since Citation 
was the only possible 3-year-old which 
could qualify for the extra six pounds, it 
looks like a present specially for him. 
There’s some doubt he will accept it. The 
Jones Boys don’t encourage that sort of 
thing. 
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PEDIGREE POINTS, by J. A. Estes 


Black Tarquin’s Leger Victory 
Points Up a Stud Book Moral 


For the first time since 1881. when Iro- 
quois captured the race, an American-bred 
colt last week won the St. Leger Stakes, 
England’s oldest classic for 3-year-olds. 
William Woodward’s Black Tarquin did 
what his trainer. Capt. Cecil Boyd-Roch- 
fort, had kept telling friends he would do. 
He stormed through the stretch to win the 
Leger by a length and a half. 

Lord Derby’s Alycidon (Donatello 2nd 
—Aurora) was second and the Irish Solar 
Slipper (Windsor Slipper—Solar Flower). 
owned by James McGrath. third in the 
field of 14. Black Tarquin was third choice 
at 15 to 2. The favorite, the Derby win- 
ner My Love. was sixth, soundly beaten. 
The winner earned £15,368; it was the 
richest race ever run in England. 

In a crowded issue we may leave the de- 
tails aside. to be covered by our excellent 
English correspondent, James Park, next 
week. But it may be remarked here briefly 
that— 

(1) The season’s developments have 
made a bit easier for the English Jockey 
Club’s special committee _ its task of 
judging whether American bloodlines are 
worthy of inclusion in the General Stud 
Book. Every one of the five classic win- 
ners this year has American blood. In the 
case of the Two Thousand Guineas win- 
ner My Babu (by Djebel) and the Leger 
winner Black Tarquin. the pedigrees are 
still barred from the stud book. Queen- 
pot (One Thousand Guineas) is by Big 
Game out of Poker Chip, which has Ameri- 
cus on the top side of her pedigree and 
Hanover on the bottom (through Orby). 
Masaka (Oaks) is by the Italian-bred 
Nearco, whose tail-female line is American, 
and is out of Majideh, by *Mahmoud, 
which brings in Americus. The French- 
bred My Love (Derby) has for his second 
dam a daughter of Grand Parade, by 
Orby. 

No one, of course, will stretch his imag- 
ination so far as to suppose that the Ameri- 
can blood in these pedigrees had anything 
more to do with their success than its 
mathematical proportion of the pedigrees. 
The point is simply that it is there, and 
that it has survived, in virtually every gen- 
eration, through individual class. 

(2) The theory that a stud book can 
continue indefinitely to disregard racing 
class has been lacerated again. Of this 
year’s five 3-year-old classic winners in 
England, four are out of top-class race 
mares. The other, My Babu, is out of a 
non-starter which had already produced a

top-class horse (Sayani). It is the imme- 
diate ancestry which counts. not the four- 
teenth generation, as any peer can plainly 
see. 

(3) Black Tarquin’s victory gives a 
blow, though not necessarily a fatal one. 
to the theory held in some quarters that 
English-trained horses have been at a dis- 
advantage, in comparison with invaders 
from the Continent, because of lack ef 
adequate nutrition. The Leger winner has 
been in England since he was a yearling. 

(4) Black Tarquin now emerges as 
probably the best 3-year-old raced in Enz- 
land this year. My Love may be set ahead 
of him in the Free Handicap. but it must 
be a narrow squeak. Slow to reach his 
top form, Tarquin has been magnificent 
since he did so. His near-miss against the 
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1-year-old Tenerani in the Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes, was perhaps the most certain testi- 
mony of his class, for Tenerani, at least 
after the breakdown of Arbar, was the 
best stayer in Europe. 


WHAT A FILLY! Running through 
the copies of Sport-Complet which had ae- 
cumulated while [ was at Saratoga and on 
vacation, | came across the comments con- 
cerning Marcel Boussac’s Tourbillon-in. 
bred filly Coronation after her easy victory 
in the Prix Robert Papin at Maisons. 
Laffitte July 25. The writer, who bears 
the sober pen name of Solon, made some 
remarks whose intent was so clear that it 
would be a shame to translate them. One 
could get along simply by reading the 
punctuation marks. This is Solon’s ap. 
praisal of Coronation: 

Quel crack! Formidable! Sensationnel! 
Jamais on n’a vu ca! Et le temps? Vous avez 
vu le temps? 11245 pour couvrir 1,200 metres! 
Belle pouliche! Quel crack! Quel mot, quelle

In the spring of 1945 Mr. Boussac made 
several matings involving very close  in- 
breeding to Tourbillon. One of the mares 
sent to Tourbillon’s son Djebel was Tour- 
billon’s high-class daughter Esmeralda, 
and another was a full sister to that good 
mare. It was Esmeralda’s first year in the 
stud after a racing career much longer 
than usual for France. 

Tourbillon, of course, is by *Ksar out of 
Durban, by *Durbar out of Banshee, by 
Irish Lad out of Frizette, by Hamburg. 
Durban, herself a top-class racer, has now 
given another double twist to the Ameri- 
can thorn in the side of the General Stud 
Book. Black Tarquin, whose fourth dam 
was Frizette, has wiggled it again. Per- 
haps the committee will recommend an 
operation to ease the chronic pain. 


The 144-mile Ladies’ Handicap closed 
with 42 nominations. Of 13 winners since 
1930 which have been retired long enough 
to have produce, 11 have registered foals. 
The foals include six stakes winners and 
20 other winners. 


At the last declaration, 128 colts and 29 
fillies remained eligible for the Futurity 
Stakes. 
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COURTS and LEGISLATION 


The Case of the German Horses 


On August 11. in United States Court 
for the southern district of New York, a 
complaint for mandatory injunction was 
filed against The Jockey Club by Ford E. 
Young. Jr. 

Mr. Young is seeking the aid of the 
court in obtaining the registration of a 
filly by Nordlicht and a colt by Aventin. 
Both stallions were brought to the United 
States by the U. S. Army Remount Service 
from Germany after World War II. 

The Jockey Club has refused to accept 
the stallions for registration. Principal 
reason given for the refusal was that the 
identity of the horses is dependent on the 
word of an enemy. Because the stallions 
are not registered, The Jockey Club has 
refused to register the foals owned by Mr. 
Young. The Nordlicht filly is out of Reno 
Kit, by London Pride. The Aventin colt 
is out of Golden Tone, by *Golden Guinea. 
Both mares are registered Thoroughbreds. 

Mr. Young practices law in Washington. 


STUD NEWS 


Heirs of A. C. Ernst 
To Operate Farm 


The A. C. Ernst farm at Lexington will 
continue to operate as a Thoroughbred 
breeding establishment under the auspices 
of the Ernst family. It had been decided 
earlier that the breeding stock and land 
would be sold. But the four daughters of 
the late Cleveland accountant and philan- 
thropist. reconsidered and will maintain 
the farm as a partnership venture. The 
daughters are Miss Joan Ernst. Mrs. Tink- 
ham Veale, Mrs. Douglas Wick. and Mrs. 
Peter Hallrahan. of Gates Mills, near 
Cleveland. Mr. Veale will act as the di- 
recting partner. Lou Doherty, the present 
manager, will continue in the position. 

Decision not to dispose of the farm and 
the breeding stock led to the withdrawal 
of the mares, foals. and yearlings which 
had been consigned to the Keeneland Fall 
Sales. There are at the farm 16 brood- 
mares, nine weanlings. six yearlings. and 
four unraced 2-year-olds. It is the pres- 
ent intention of the partnership to race the 
young horses. Later produce of the farm 
may be sold on the yearling market. 

Other breeding stock owned by the part- 
nership includes the stallions Alquest and 
Aletern, on the farm, and Alorter, owned 
in partnership with Thomas Piatt. Alor- 
ter stands at Mr. Piatt’s Brookdale Farm. 
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D. C. He lives in Maryland. In his com- 
plaint to the court, he alleges that “. . . the 
refusal of the defendant corporation | The 
Jockey Club] to register aforementioned 
stallions, constitutes an abuse of the 
monopolistic powers possessed by the mem- 
bership of defendant corporation. 
|Unless the colt and the filly are regis- 
tered| the plaintiff will suffer irreparable 
injury in that the value of said filly and 
colt unregistered will not be nearly as 
ereat as their value would be if registered. 
... [Unless they are registered. The 
jockey Club] ... will be allowed to and by 
its arbitrary action will restrain trade 
emong the several states in that the afore- 
named filly and colt will not be eligible to 
race in competition with other Thorough- 
bred horses... .” 

Mr. Young also alleges that “the Re- 
mount Service has applied to defendant to 
register these stallions. Plaintiff believes 

. that the Remount Service has estab- 


lished the identity and ownership of these 
stallions beyond any reasonable doubt. and 
has complied with every reasonable re- 
quirement which might be a condition pre- 
cedent to the registering of these. stal- 


Nordlicht, a winner of the German Der- 
by, is by Oleander out of the unbeaten 
Nereide, by Graf Isolani or Laland, from 
the famous Catnip family in Italy. Aven- 
tin is by *Teddy—Abbazia, by Isinglass. 
Abbazia is the second dam of *Cehort. 

Since the case of the recognition of the 
horses arose in 1946, THe BrLoop-Horse 
has published several articles concerning 
them. In the issue of November 9, 1946, 
page 1163, The Jockey Club’s statement 
of refusal was published. In the same 
issue, page 1174, the position of the Re- 
mount was explained. 

A further statement by The Jockey Club 
was published in the issue of January 18. 
1947, page 167. In the issue of September 
13, 1947, a statement by F. Altenburg. sec- 
retary-general of the German racing and 
stud book authority, was published. Mr. 
Altenburg wrote of the status of the Ger- 
man Thoroughbred during the war, and 
of the effort made to preserve proper 
identities and records.

Canada’s Average 


Takes A Drop 


ToRONTO 

No one expected the average price at the 
fifth annual yearling sales conducted by 
the Canadian Thoroughbred Horse Society 
September 10 in the paddock at Woodbine 
Park. would show an upturn. They didn’t, 
and so no one was surprised. 

Many. however, did expect that a new 
high for a single transaction would be es- 
tablished. It was, and so this came as no 
surprise. 

Highlight of the sales. conducted for the 
first time on the open lawn, rather than 
under cover in the paddock itself, was 
when E. P. Taylor. well known Toronto 
industrialist. and a very keen bidder at 
the Keeneland Summer Sales, went to $11.,- 
000 to secure a bay colt by *Boswell out 
of Aloof. by *North Star 3rd. 

It was quite apparent Mr. Taylor had 
made up his mind this colt was the one he 
wanted. Bids started at $5,000 and jumped 
rapidly until only the Toronto man and 
another Taylor—Austin, Jr., of Vancouver 
remained. Young Taylor is a son of 
Austin Taylor, West Coast breeder and 
owner, and was on his way to enter Prince- 
ton University. 

The $11.000 thus secured topped the 
previous Canadian high price paid at a 
sale. The previous record was the $6,700 
paid for a son of *Swift and Sure at the 
1947 sales. 

Average price for the 57 which were dis- 
posed of by Auctioneer Doc Bond, ably 
assisted by Brownie Leach, who read the 
pedigrees, was $1,722, a decline of 25 per 
cent from last year. The big drop took 
place during the afternoon, when few of 
the better variety were put up. The sun- 
shine session saw 26 sold. These brought 
a total of $23.225, average of $893. At 
night the total realized was $74,950. The 
average for that session was $2,418, so it 
can be seen the better type stood up re- 
markably well. 

Naturally the produce of *Boswell cre- 
ated the most attention. These were con- 
signed by Frank Conklin, of Brantford. 
The daughter of Aloof, as said, brought 
$11,000 from E. P. Taylor of Toronto. 
M. Irwin of Wallaceburg, Ontario, paid 
$7.700 for the son of Stimulitha. The 
daughter of La Fille Koo brought $1,600 
from George Hardy, of Toronto, and the 
daughter of Yearning $5,500 from Austin 
Taylor, Jr.. of Vancouver. Thus the first 
get of *Boswell in Canada produced an 
average of close to $6,000. 


NOTES. Arthur Brent, trainer of the 
Parkwood Stable, did not buy any stock. 
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Said they have 15 or so Canadian-bred 
youngsters in their own barn and need no 
more. 

Frank Conklin received many congrat- 
ulations on the excellent condition of his 
yearlings. His consignment easily topped 
the sale, seven head selling for $36,000, 
average $5,143. 

E. P. Taylor entered the bidding be- 
cause he is trying to get a King’s Plate 
winner. 

Highest price of the afternoon sales was 
the $3,700 paid by M. Irwin of Wallace- 
burg for a bay colt by Bunty Lawless— 
Dude’s Pride, by Aknahton. 

George McCullagh, Toronto publisher, 
as usual bought some of the stock of W. H. 
Wright, who incidentally offered the most 
yearlings, nine. 

The crowd at the night sales numbered 
close to 3,000. Rain threatened, but held 
off. It was the first try at afternoon and 
evening sessions.

prise five yearlings and a dozen older 
horses, including all the stable’s more 
prominent 3-year-olds with the exception 
of Mount Marcy. (An advertisement in 
this issue includes a list of the horses to 
be sold.) 

The sale will signalize the beginning of 
a new policy for the Whitney Thorough- 
bred holdings. Mr. Balding said that Mr. 
Whitney has decided to keep about five 
colts and five fillies from every crop of 
yearlings and sell the remainder. He ex- 
pects to reduce the size of the racing stable 
to 25 horses or slightly less and maintain 
it at that level. Eight 3-year-old fillies 
from the present racing stable are to be 
retired to the stud in 1949, Present pros- 
pect is that the stable will go into 1949 
with about 23 horses in training. 

The farm will produce about 30 year- 
lings a year, of which about two-thirds will 
be put on the market, Mr. Balding said. 
Definite plans for the selling have not yet 
been made. The yearlings may be offered 
at one of the year’s principal auction sales. 
or they may be sold privately. 

In the fall of 1937 Mr. Whitney dis- 
persed his racing stable by auction. The 


following year the horses he sold won 
enough to have made him the year’s lead- 
ing owner. 


The Keeneland Fall Sales 


Entries for the Keeneland Fall Sales 
closed Friday, September 10. There were 
so many of them that, as THe BLoop- 
Horse went to press, the offices of the co- 
operative Breeders’ Sales Company had 
not yet arrived at the exact count. But 
there was no question that it was going to 
be the biggest total of Thoroughbreds ever 
sold in a single week’s auctions. 

Even after the withdrawal of the 35 head 
consigned by the Ernst Farm there were 
approximately 1,050 horses to be cata- 
logued. At the hurried pace of 75 horses 
a session, this meant 14 sessions of selling. 
It was already decided that three sessions 
would be held on Monday. November 15.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Plans Under Way 
For Detroit Track 


A proposal to sell stock in the recently 
organized Michigan Racing Association. 
Inc., of Detroit. has been filed with the 
Securities and Exchange Commission at 
Washington. The stock issue will total 
$4.750.000. The money will be used to 
build a race track at Detroit. 

President of the group, one of two or 
three organizations which has expressed 
interest in building a track at Detroit, is 
E. E. Dale Shaffer. owner of Coldstream 
Stud. at Lexington. Other officers are 
Henry H. Knight. executive vice president: 
W. T. Markey. secretary: and George Hag- 
gerty. vice president and treasurer. Mr. 
Knight owns Almahurst Farm. near Lex- 
ington. and also is associated with Gen- 
eral Motors and other enterprises. Mr. 
Markey is a Detroit manufacturer. and is 
a son of Peter A. Markey. industrialist and 
partner in the Bomar Stable. Mr. Hag- 
certy is associated with the Detroit law 
firm of Dickerson. Wright. Davis. McKean. 
and Cudlip. 

Mr. Shaffer said this week that $1.570.- 
000 worth of the proposed stock issue al- 
ready has been subscribed. The remainder 
will be offered to an “invited group” of 
purchasers. It will not be underwritten 
by a brokerage concern. he said. and will 
not be offered on the general securities 
market. 

Four possible locations for the track are 
under consideration. Mr. Shaffer reported. 
Pending a decision on where the track will 
be, the firm of John Sloan and Associ- 
ates. architects and specialists in race track 
design, have made tentative plans for the 
layout. 

A mile oval is contemplated. In the 
centerfield will be a half-mile trotting 
track. arranged so that the finishes will oc- 
cur on the main track. The harness oval 
will be used for night racing. There are 
no plans at present for night racing on the 
main track. Grandstand accommodations 
will be built for 8.000 to 8.500 patrons. 
with room for enlargement. 

Mr. Shaffer expressed the opinion that 
the stock issue would be approved by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission. But 
even if permission is obtained in the near 
future and construction is begun immedi- 
ately thereafter, it will not be possible to 
have the plant ready for racing before the 
spring of 1950, he estimated. Mr. Hag- 
gerty said that the stock issue would con- 
sist of 4.250 shares of $1.000 par value pre- 
ferred stock. and 5.000 shares of common 
stock at $100 a share. The amounts de- 
scribed in newspaper stories (3.065 shares 
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of preferred, 3.815 shares of common) per- 
tain only to the shares which have not al- 
ready been subscribed by the original 
group, he said. The money obtained from 
the sale of the stock will be placed in 
escrow in a Detroit bank until a license 
to conduct race meetings has been granted 
the organization by the Michigan Racing 
Commission. 

Meanwhile the status of racing at De- 
troit in 1949 is unclear. The Detroit Rac- 
ing Association, which has held racing at 
the state fair grounds since about 1932, no 
longer has a lease on the property. Since 
it seems unlikely that a new track can be 
built before 1950, there is a prospect that 
Detroit will have no racing next summer 
unless the Detroit Racing Association. or 
the new Michigan Racing Association, Inc.. 
or another group. can obtain the use of the 
grounds. 

On this point Mr. Haggerty commented: 
“If there is to be racing at the Detroit Fair 
Grounds in 1949, I am hopeful and I be- 
lieve that the Michigan Racing Associ- 
ation. Inc., will present an arrangement of 
such character as will convince the State 
of Michigan that we should run it.”

Conniver Runs Through a Field; 


Rampart Runs Away from One 


At the Belmont Park meeting last Oc- 
tober you could have claimed a 3-year-old 
filly named Conniver for $8,000. There 
were no takers, so she stayed in Harry 
LaMontagne’s barn to run for him an- 
other day. Within the next three weeks 
she had a first and two thirds to her credit. 
then was laid aside for the winter. 

This spring she came out on the bit. She 
was third in her initial start, at Jamaica 
in April, then won two in a row. By June 
she was considered ready for big game. 
She tackled Stymie in the Aqueduct Handi- 
cap. ran him to a head. A little later she 
beat Harmonica in the Vagrancy Handi- 
cap. took care of Gallorette and Stymie in 
the Brooklyn Handicap. 

By Beldame time she was rated among 
the top group of the filly and mare di- 
vision. Handicapper J. B. Campbell as- 
signed 126 pounds to Snow Goose. 124 to 
Gallorette. 121 to Conniver and Four 
Winds. 

In the actual race she was second top- 
weight. She and Gallorette were the only 
members to carry more than 117. She was 
off next to last in the field of 14. came out 
of the gate “climbing.” Douglas Dodson 
let her take her time in settling, brought 
her around the first turn and into the back- 
stretch in next-to-last place. 

Then she got down to straightforward 
running. was fifth going into the far turn. 
Harmonica, Sweet Dream. Carolyn A.. and 
Risolater were in front of her, but not for 
long. As she moved, Gallorette also started 
ahead. The 4-year-old came with a rush. 
the 6-year-old traveled more slowly. Har- 
monica gave way to Conniver in the last 
sixteenth, but managed to hold Gallorette 
safe by half a length. Conniver’s margin 
was 31% lengths. 

The Beldame (11% miles. Aqueduct, Sep- 
tember 11) was one of her most important 
victories, and was the richest by far. First 
money of $49,700 brought her to $141.900 
for the year’s work, to $151.100 for three 
seasons. (At two she won $400, at three 
$8,800. ) 

Mr. LaMontagne had _ bought her. 
through Trainer William Post. for $2.500 
at the Meadow Brook Sales of 1945. She 
was consigned by Alfred Vanderbilt's 
Sagamore Farm. 


FAST ENOUGH. Another whose light 


had been well concealed in previous sea- 


sons won a stakes over the week-end. In 
Atlantie City’s Olympic Handicap (ten fur- 
longs), Mrs. Helene K. Haggerty’s 6-year- 
old mare Rampart won her fifth stakes of 
the year. Not a Gallorette by several wins 
and nearly $300,000, she yet is hard- 
knocking mare which like Conniver has 
put 2 sharp edge on an erstwhile common- 
place career. 

Against her three Olympic rivals she 
didn’t even feint at not winning. Mike 
Basile sent her to the front at once. eased 
her along with a comfortable lead which 
at times was as much as two lengths. won 
handily by 114 lengths over Petrol Point. 
Brown Mogul was third. Alacrity fourth. 
The time was 2:06. over a good track. This 
was nearly three seconds slower than 
Lucky Draw’s track record, but the mare 
would have got no more than $8.000 if she 
had run in 2:00. 


YOUNGER SET. One of the females 
which has been losing no time at estab- 
lishing herself as a performer of accom- 
plishment is the 2-year-old filly Egretta. 
bred by Walter P. Chrysler. Jr.. and owned 
by the Jerry McCarthy Stable. She had 
wins in the Narragansett Nursery and the 
Betsy Ross Stakes to her credit going into 
the six-furlong Jeanne d’Are Stakes at 
Narragansett last Saturday. At 119 pounds 
she was topweight by from 9 to 14 pounds 
over her opposition. She was held off the 
pace until the stretch, moved up to win 
by a littke more than a length over Sunny 
Vale. Why the Rush was third. 

Algasir may have taken the edge off the 
Belmont Futurity by romping off with the 
6'5-furlong Cowdin Stakes at Aqueduct on 
September 8. Two of his rivals were Olym- 
pia and Sabot, of the prospective Futurity 
field. Being a gelding. Algasir is not a 
Futurity eligible.

With four crops racing, *Hunters Moon IV is sire of three stakes winners, Stirrup Cup, Boston Moon, and 
Lunada. From his crop of 1945, over 88% of all foals have won or placed. From the crop of the preceding 
year, over 92% have won or placed. *Hunters Moon IV is sire of 53 foals, 43 starters, 32 winners, 7 placed. 
This includes 2-year-olds of this year. He has one 2-year-old starter—the winner Moonrush.

Of 37 fillies and mares weighted for the Bel- 
dame. 14 went to the post. Nine of the 11 highest 
in the weights were in the field. Snow Goose, which 
drew the heaviest impost of 126, did not start. 
Neither did Four Winds (121). But Gallorette 
was there with 124 pounds. So was Conniver, with 
121. 

These two were prominent at the finish, too, with 
Conniver on the head end, Gallorette third. In be- 
tween was Harmonica, whose 114 pounds put her 
among the top half-dozen.

Jack’s Jill will be remembered for several rea- 
sons. For one, she was bought by J. A. Goodwin, 
her present owner, as a weanling for $150, at the 
Lexington Fall Sales of 1942. (Mr. Goodwin paid 
$25 more and bought her dam, too.) For another, 
she has won or placed in stakes during each of 
her five seasons of racing. 

Hawthorne patrons recall that she won the Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup in 1946, the Hawthorne Autumn 
Handicap in 1947.

Frank Frankel has won two of California’s im- 
portant stakes this year. Flashco’s win in the 
Santa Anita Maturity was not entirely unexpected, 
but he was third choice to On Trust. Frankly’s 
win in the Del Mar Derby was in line with the 
probabilities: He had beaten some of his rivals in 
his last start prior to the Derby, and had raced 
the mile in 1:3636.
